About  150  plants  make  a  good  bed  for  the  aver¬ 
age  family.  Plant  1  foot  apart  in  rows  3  feet  apart.  Dig 
trenches  15  inches  deep,  putting  manure  in  bottom.  Plant 
sets  8  inches  below  the  surface  and  cover  3  inches  deep. 
Hill  up  next  year.
